83 
were against James F. Lingafelter, his 
wife, Mary J. Lingafelter, and his son, 
Robert C. Lingafelter. The indictments 
returned were as follows:

_ Washington, Oct 4.^The bureau 
officers of ihe various departments of 
the- government are not only under 
order? from the President tc say noth- 
ing about the proposed expenditures 
for the next fiscal year, but that they 
have oeen instructed to do nothin? in- 
volving the payment out of money 
that oan pcpsibly be put oft until aft- 
er the election. 


The object is to keep government 


expenditures down to the lowest pos- 
&ible point in order that the ^rowing- 
deficit in the revenues may not reach 
alarming proportions before Novem- 
ber. 


In compliance with this "do noth- 


ing" policy, it is said the inaugura- 
tion of all sorts of government work, 
authorized by Congress, is being sys- 
tematically 
delayed. 
In 
some in- 


stances, it is said, pay for work al- 
nady done has been delayed. 
. As a result of this policy there has 
been a general slewing down all along 
the line in the departments, where 
bureau officials are 
merely marking 


lime until the election is over.

tal Passenger association and other 
railroad associations against the Fed- 
eration of Labor in the matter of re- 
duced rates for delegates to the na- 
tional meeting of that organization at 
San Francisco, beginning Nov. 14.

New York, Oct. 4. — Guarded, by ma- 


rines with loaded rifles on board her 
and on shore, and with powerful elec- 
tric searchlights playing over her, the 
newly launched battleship Connecti- 
cut, already the object of three serious 
attacks, lay at her station in the 
Brooklyn navy yard. The officers are 
using every conceivable precaution 
against the recurrence of the mys- 
terious attempt to disable or destroy 
the new warship, and they think they 
have about rendered it impossible. 
Marines and secret service men anj 
about her all the time, while about the 
last official act cf Rear Admiral Roci- 
gers, who turned over the command of 
the yard to Rear Admiral Coughlan, 
was to make an appeal to the patriot- 
ism of the workmen. While the regu- 
lations governing the construction of 
a vessel are strict and the supervision 
is strict, evea greater precautions will 
be taken in future. A naval construc- 
tor will be on the new vessel until she 
leaves the yard, giving his personal 
supervision

He was in the thick of the 
fight, and. his flagship, the Matsusima.

of Port Arthur and Weihaiwel. 


Thus far during the present war 


Admiral Tto has done no fighting, but 
ias exerted all his energies in directing 
the movements of the various fleets 
and in keeping them in good condition 
for battle. 


The admiral is tall for a Japanese 


and is robust in appearance. 
Despite 


the strenuous life he has led and the 
fact that he is past sisty, his hair is 
bnt slightly tinged with gray, and he 
is a very young looking man for his 
age.

heart it is related that after the battle
